You Are Saved

I am preaching today on the 
subject, “How to Kinow You:Are 
Saved.” Of course, you cannot 
know you are saved until you are 
saved;~but I am going to tell you 
how to be saved dnd know it. 
Many people do not know whether 
they are saved or not. 


You May Know You Are 
: Saved 

In San Antonio, Texas, two 
lovely girls came under the tent 
where I was to preach one night. 
During the song service I took 
them a song book and said to 
the older girl, about eighteen 
years old, “Are you a Christian? 
Are you saved?” She said, “Well, 
yes, I think Lam. I do the best 
I know. I think I live as good as 
other people do. Of course, I 
don’t think anybody can know 
whether he is saved or not until 
he dies.” | 

“Well,” I said, “it would be too 
late to do anything about it then, 
wouldn’t it? Don’t you think you 
had better find out now?” | 

“No,” she said, “I don’t think 
you can know whether you are 
saved now or not.”

“Well,” I said, “let’s not argue 
about it; but “if the Bible said 
you could know that you were 
saved, you would believe that, 
‘wouldn’t you?” 

She said, “Yes, I would. Sure 
I would if the Bible says it; but 
I don’t believe the Bible says you 
can know you are saved.” 


I turned over to I John, chaps 
ter 5, verse 13, and read to her 
“These things have I written unto 
you that believe on the name om 
the Son of God; that ye may know 
that ye have eternal life, and tha¢ 
ye may believe on the name of the 
Son of God.” 


Then I said to her “Let me read 
that to you again.” 

How eagerly she listened thag 
night.

(Continued fram page one) 
the brethren.” ‘We know that we 
have passed from death to life 
because we love the brethren. 
You see, the Bible again says that 
we can know that we are saved. 


My isn’t it sweet to read the 
Bible and see the assurance: of 
these people. Paul says, “I know 
whom I have believed, and am 
persuaded [I am convinced, I am 
thoroughly sold on it] that he is 
able to keep that which I have 
committed unto him against that 
day.” You remember that John 
also said, “We know that when 
he shall appear we shall be like 
him.” | 

And John could pray, “Even so, 
come Lord Jesus.” 

Paul was se confident. about this 
matter that he could say, “To de- 
part and be with Christ is far 
better; to die is gain.” He was 
really saying, I am in a strait; 
I can hardly make up my mind 
whether I want to go and be with 
the Lord or stay for a time and 
preach the gospel. But I guess I 
will stay, because that will be bet- 
ter for you people..I will stay and 
preach to you. Oh but it would be 
far better to die and go to be with 
the Lord” __ 

Now isn’t that queer? Here is 
a man so absolutely certain of 
saivation that he said, I am just 
anxious to go on. I would much 
rather die and go on to Heaven. 
But if God wants me to, I will 


_gtay a while and preach to you 


people.’ 

Do you have that absolute as- 
surance that your sins are for- 
given, that your soul is saved, 
that you are going to Heaven 
when you die? Well, if you do 
not know that, you can know it; 
and I want you to get it today. 
I thank God I know what it is 
to be saved. I know when it 
happened, and I know why I am 
saved. I can prove it by the Bible. 
Can you say that you know you 
are saved? 


When I was a boy, a woman at 
a-prayer meeting time said, “Why 
Brother Pastor, you talk about 
knowing you are saved. Isn’t that 
presumptious? 1 do the best I 
know how. I try to live right; 
but don’t you think that would 
be bragging on yourself? Don't 
you think that would be presump- 
tuous to claim that I am _ good 
enough that I know I am saved?” 


‘And the pastor very wisely said. 


“No, sir! In the first place, to 
know you are saved isn’t to know 
you are good. That is not the 
question: It is this, that you turn 
the job over to Jesus who said 
He would do it, and then you 
know He did if He said He would. 
It isn’t presumptuous, it is making 
God a liar when you dan’t believe 
what He-said about it.” 


Things That Cannot Bring 
Assurance 


There are some ways that you 
cannot know you are saved. I 
want you to realize this, some ways 
can never give assurance. Up and 
down this land I have gone these 
many years in revivals, and I have 
found there are certain ways that 
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can never bring assurance of sal- 
vation. The first is, you cannot 
know you are saved if you are 
counting on being good, if you are 
counting on good deeds. Every- 
where I go people hope they are 
saved, or people say, “Well, I am 
doing the best I know,” and there 
is a doubt, there is an unease, 
there is a dread of dying. They 
are not sure they are saved. Now, 
I will show you why that is. In 
the very nature of the case, your 
life can never be good enough that 
your conscience can find no fault 
in it. Any intelligent person is 
bound to have sense enough to see 
that he falls short in some things. 
I remember a woman came to me 
in Sherman, Texas, who was all 
broken up. She said, 


“Brother Rice, I'll never make 
it. I'll never make it.” 


I said, “Why, -what do you 
mean?” 
She said, “I try to keep the 


Sabbath on Saturday and I try to 
bring my tithes into the church. 
I try to remember not to do this 
and not to do that and not to do 
the other. By the time I get-one 
thing straightened out and try to 
get to doing that right, then I 
find th-re is something else I 
have failed in.” 

She began to weep as she said: 


“Brother Rice, I'll never make 
it. I am convinced now I will 
never make it.” 


I began to laugh, and she said, 


“Don’t laugh at me. This is no 
joke!” } | 
And I said, ‘IT am not making 


a joke of it, I am just glad you 
have found it out.” 


“Found out what?” she asked. 


I said, “You found out you will 
never make it. I would advise 
you to get Somebody else to do 
it for you, who can do it and do 
it right. You can never make it 
on salvation by your good deeds.” 


“Well,” she said, “will you come 
to my house and talk to me and 
my family and show us how?” 


I went. She was the gpgrand- 
mother. And out of that family 
—the children and the grandchil- 
dren and the in-laws—T! baptized 
fourteen converts! That woman 
found that she could not make it. 
She had to come to the Lord Jesus 
and let Him do His job. You see, 
it is not my business to save my 
soul; it is not my business to 
make things right in that sense. 
That is the business of a Saviour. 
Turn it over to the right Saviour 
and He can ‘do it, 

I am saying that you can 
have assurance, you can 
have full peace, you can never; 
be ready to die, you can never 
have this dréad and doubt gone 
as long as you are depending on 
your good deeds. You just cannot 
make it by your good deeds. How- 
ever good you are, you- are not 
perfect; you are a sinner; you 
have fallen short. Your conscience 
will tell you so. It may be you 
will wait until you are on yo 
dying bed and then your hear 
will condemn you and you will 
know you are not saved. Oh, then 
make sure you are saved. And 
the way to make sure has to be 
God’s way. You cannot make sure 
if you are depending on religious 
ceremony. What is there in bap- 
tism that can make a black heart 
white, or, can give’ ease of con- 
science and assurance of forgive- 
ness? What is there in confirma- 
tion that will do that? You may 
say, “But I learned the Catechism. 
I have studied the Scriptures. I 
believe the Bible.” Suppose you 
do. The matter of peace and as- 
surance in the heart cannot be 
settled by head knowledge. You 
cannot have assurance of salva- 
tion because of what you know, 


never 
never

or of the rites you have under- 
gone, or the ceremonies of religion 
to which yov have submitted. 
These things do not give peace. 
They never did, and they never 
will. That is not the way the 
Saviour said you could know you 
are saved. 

Well, what is the way to know 
it? Let me read it to you again, 
and then I will read the context. 


The Scripture says, in I John 5:13. 


“These things have I written 
unto you that believe on the name 
of the Son of God; that ye may 
know that ye have eternal life, 
and that ye may believe on the 
name of the Son of God.” To 
whom is he writing? To those 
who have trusted in the name of 
the Son of God. ‘I write to you,’ 
he said, “that ye may know that 
ye have eternal life and that ye 
may believe on the name of the 
Son of God.” 


The Way to Know You Are 
Saved 


Now let’s read. the entire pas- 
sage beginning. with verse 9. “If 
we receive the witness of men#the 
witness of God is greater: for this 
is the witness of God which he 
hath testified of his Son. He that 


| believeth on the Son of God hath 


the witness in himself: he that 
believeth not God hath made him 
a liar; because he believeth not 
the record that God gave of his 
Son.” Have you been making 
God a liar? Someone may say. 
“But, Brother Rice, I want to fee] 
right.” What are you looking to, 
God or your feelings? You can- 
not have any assurance as long 
as it is based on emotion. Oh, 
you may feel wonderful now, but 
soon it will be like the colored 
people who sing, “Oh, I’m :some- 
times up and I’m_ sometimes 
down.” You will not know for 
sure. One time you feel good and 
another time bad. One time you 
think you are saved and then you 
decide you are not. All over 
America I have talked to hun- 
dreds, hundreds, even thousands 
of people who once were assured 
they. were saved. Then they lost 
their assurance. When they felt 
good they thought they were 
saved. Then they began to feel 
bad, their consciences hurt them 
about some sin; and so _ they 
thought they were lost again. 
Now, what was the matter? They 
had their assurance based on this 
fluid thing, this variable thing, 
this unstable thing: their emotions, 
their. feeling. That is not the 
way to know you are saved. The 
Scripture says, “He that believeth 
on the Son of God ‘hath the wit- 
ness*in himself: he that believeth 
not God hath made him a liar; 
because he believeth not. the 
record that God gave of his Son. 
And this the record, that God hath 
given to us eternal life, and this 
life is in his Son.” God has given 
us eternal life. You do not earn 
it. You do not buy it. You do 
not deserve it. God gives it, and 
this life is in His Son. “He that 
hath the Son hath life; and he 
that hath not the Son of God hath 
not life.” If you have Jesus, you 
are saved. If you do not have 
Jesus, you are Wst. 

Now how can I know I am 
Well, first of all, throw 
away all your hope that depends 
on your good works. Say, “Lord, 
I ought to go to Hell. I once and 
for all admit that I cannot save 
myself.” And _ then. say, “Lord. 
the church is all right in its place, 
but the church cannot save my 
poor soul. I will never count on 
it again. Not anything a preacher 


or priest can say, not any rite or 


ceremony I may go throughs

The answer is—TO TAKE VEN-

(II Thes. 1:8). 

1.:Consider the awful truth be- 
fore us. He is to be revealed to

der the wrath of God—Only His 
grace keeps that wrath from fall- 
ing. When Jesus leaves the Fath- 
er’s throne and is revealed here 
on earth, He will come to pour 
out God’s vengeance on those who 
are the objects of his wrath. He 
is not coming to save, but to take 
vengeance—He is not coming to 
plead but to smite. Words fail as 
the awfulness of this truth dawns 
upon us. He is not coming to do 
the sinner good, but to punish 
‘the sinner. He is not coming to 
hold a trial and adduce evidence. 
His victims will have been tried 
already. ‘He that believeth not 
hath been judged already’ (John 
3:18, R.V.). “The wrath of God 
abideth on him” (John 3:36). 

He is not coming to put men on 
probation, but to execute judg- 
ment upon them. He is not com- 
ing t® cure men, but to deal with 
the incurable. 


He is coming on vengeance bent. 
Isaiah saw his coming in such 
manner, “For, behold, the Lord 
will come with fire, ahd with his 
chariots like a whirlwind, to 
render his anger with fury, and 
his. rebuke with flames of fire. 
For by fire and by his sword will 
the Lord plead with all flesh: and 
the slain of the Lord shail be 
many” (Isaiah 66:15-16). 

2. Consider what form this ven- 
geance shall take. Verse 9 reads, 
“‘Who shall be punished with ever- 
lasting déstruction from the pres- 
ence of the Lord, and from the 
glory of his power.” 

Note the words “shall be pun- 
ished.” Do not doubt it. It is an- 
other of God’s “shalls.” 


The punishment will be 

(1) Everlasting destruction. 

Everlasting means exactly what 
it says, everlasting. The same 
word used in the expression “the 
everlasting God” is used here. The 
destruction of the lost will last 
as long as God lasts. 

In Matthew 25:41, Jesus Says, 
“Depart from me, ye cursed, into 
everlasting fire, "prepared for the 
devil and his angels.” 

In Matthew 25:46, He says, 

“And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment.” 

(2) The punishment will be 
everlasting destruction from the 
presence: of the Lord and from the 
glory of His power. 

Be warned, my unsaved friend; 
the same Lord who died on the 
cross, who stands now in the midst 
of the throne of God, as a Lamb 
slain, with the scars of Calvary 
on His body, the same Lord who 
offers to save you from Hell, that 
same Lord shall be _ revealed 
from Heaven for the purpose of 


.sending you away forever and ever 
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from His presence and glory. From 
such awful fate there is but one 
way of escape, and that is to put 
your faith absolutely in Christ's 
dying for your sins. If you value 
your soul’s welfare, do this with- 
out delay. 

There remains one other word. 


IV. THE’ OBJECTS OF HIS 
' VENGEANCE 


Verse 8 reads, “In flaming fire 
taking vengeance on them that 
know not God, and that obey not 
the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

1. Note carefully three great 
truths: 

(1) Christians will not be the 
objects of this terrible vengeance 
and punishment. Verse 10 reads, 
“When ‘he shal] come to be glori- 
fied in his saints, and to be ad- 
mired in all them that believe 
(because our testimony among you 
was believed) in that day.” “For 
God hath not appointed us to 
wrath, but to obtain salvation by 
our Lord Jesus Christ” (I Thes. 
2:9). 

(2) This awful day of vengeance 
when the Lord Jesus shall be re- 
vealed will not take place until 
the saved are snatched or kid- 
napped out of the earth. (I Thes. 
4:13-18). 

(3) This awful day of vengeance 
will come upon them that. know 
not God and that obey not the 
gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ 
when Christ leaves his mediato- 
rial throne in heaven and is re- 
vealed for all to see here on this 
earth. When that happens, the 
throne of God will be a throne of 
judgment, the day of grace will 
come, to an end; the blood of 
Christ will no longer hide sin from 
God’s view. 

2. Two classes of unsaved will 
be punished with everlasting des- 
truction from the presence of the 
Lord and from the glory of His 
power when He is revealed from 
heaven. 

(1) Those that. know not God, 
verse 8. Only those born. of the 
Spirit (John 3:5) know God, but 
they will all have been taken by 
our Lord to be with Him. Jesus 
said, “I am the way, the truth, 
and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me” (John 
14:6). 

Again Jesus said, “He that hon- 
oureth not the Son honoureth not 
the Father which hath sent him 
(John 5:23). Do you know God 
through the Lord Jesus Christ? 
If not, you may be alive when 
Jesus is revealed and be an object 
of His vengeance. 

But the language of this verse 
suggests that many will be pun- 
ished with everlasting destruction 
from the presence of the Lord, 
who have never refused to obey 
the gospel; they simply do not 
know God. Perhaps they never 
heard the gospel. Millions now liv- 
ing in America, today, have never 
heard the gospel. Many of them 
go to church but never hear the 
gospel. Many do not. go to church 
and never hear the gospel. They 
will be punished! They have not 
lived up to the light they had. 
Many of them could have heard 
the gospel but they did not. We 
may be sure that only faith in 


| Jesus Christ will save and ignor- 


ance will not excuse. 

(2) But the second phrase fits 
most people in our land of gospel 
preaching. Namely, people who 
have not obeyed the gospel. They 
have heard it but have not obeyed 
it. How terrible will be their pun- 
ishment! Better. had they fhever 
heard the gospel than to have

First, the gospel demands re- 
pentance toward God on the part 
of the sinner who hears. 

‘The times of this ignorance God 
overlooked; but now commandeth 
all meg everywhere to repent’ 
(Acts 17:30).

No one can exercise faith in 
Christ until he has first repented. 
Jesus said, “Ye, when ye had seen 
it, repented not afterward, that 
ye might believe him” (Matt. 
21:32). Repentance comes before 
faith. It does not save but leads 
to salvation. Repentance is a 
change of mind that leads to a 
change of action and conduct. It 
looks toward sin, dead works, and 
God. It is to turn from sin; it 
is to cease trusting your dead 
works; it is to accept God's atti- 
tude toward sin, 


It is a great act of turning from 
—to. No man will exercise faith 
in Christ until he has so acted 
and turnéd. But real repentance 
leads to obedience to the second 
demand of the gospel, namely: 

Second, the sinner is command- 
ed to put his faith in the death 
of Christ for his sins. 


Neither repentance nor faith 
saves. ‘The death of Christ, the 
sinless Son of God, dying for our 
sins, is the only thing that saves, 
Repentance leads to faith in that, 
and faith is the act of depending 
upon, relying upon, that death, ac- 
cepting that death in our stead. 

O! my friend, have you put your 
faith, absolutely, entirely, without 
if’s and and’s, in the death of 
Christ for your sins? If not, you 
have not obeyed the gospel! You 
are lost and headed for the ter-

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and not a doer, he is like unto a 
man beholding his natural face in 
a glass: For he beholdeth himself, 
and goeth his way, and straight- 
way forgetteth what manner of 
man he was” (James 1:23, 24). So 
we are going to look into the mir- 
or; and if God’s Word corrects 


and reproves, we shall thank Him 
for it. 


What it Means to Be Double- 
Minded 


A double-minded man — what 
does it mean? First, I will go back. 
The natural man has but one 
mind. He has a single mind; and 
that mind, we are told in the sec- 
ond chapter of Ephesians, is en- 
ergized by the prince of the power 
of the air, the spirit that now 
worketh in the children of dis- 
obedience. In that mind he is ful- 
filling the desires of the flesh and 
of the mind. “Wherein in time 
past ye walked according to the 
course of this world, according to 
the prince of the power of the air, 
the spirit that now worketh in the 
children of disobedience: Among 
whom also we all had our con- 
versation in times past in the lusts 
of our flesh [now notice], fulfill- 


_ing the desires of the flesh and of 


the mind; and were by nature the 
children of wrath, even as others” 
(Eph. 2:2-3). Then in the fourth 
ehapter of Ephesians, the seven- 
teenth verse, we find these words 
about the natural man: “This I 
say therefore, and testify in the 
Lord, that ye henceforth walk not 
as other Gentiles walk, in the van- 
ity of their mind.” Vanity means 
full of 
misery and woe, full of- guile, 
deceit, underhandedness, and great 


words of flattery. Now notice it. 


“, .. walk not as other Gentiles 
walk, in the vanity of their mind, 
having the understanding darken- 


Unregenerated ‘friends, I love 
you, but your understanding, your 


spiritual mind is darkened. Down 


over your spiritual eyes there is 
a“blind. The god of this age has 
blinded the eyes and the mind of 
every natural man for one pur- 
pose—lest the glorious gospel 


' shine in and he become converted. 


Now, the natural man_ loves 
darkness. He longs for the things 
of the flesh, and he is seeking 
gratification and satisfaction in 


_the realms of the flesh. Not only 


that, but here in Ephesians, the 
fourth chapter, we read, “Being 
alienated [cut-off], from the life 
of God through the ignorance that 
is in them, because of the blind- 
ness of their heart.” The natural 
man has just one mind, a single 
mind, darkened and alienated, cut 
off. The Scripture in the: latter 
part of the first chapter of Ro- 
mans says that the natural man 
has a reprobate mind, werthless 
as far as God is concerne’l. Oh, 
you may be the keenest scientist. 
You may be the sharpest man. You 
may be the height of everything 
intellectual in the realm of edu- 
cation, but unless that mind of 
yours has become illuminated and 
enlightened. and regenerated and 
born again, God says it-is a repro- 
bate mind, worthless chaff in God’s 
sight. 

And then in the eighth of Ro- 
mans and in the fifth verse, ‘For 


they that are after the flesh do 


mind the things of the flesh.” And 
the seventh verse, “Because the 
carnal mind is emnity against 


God: for it is not subject to the 


law of God, neither indeed can 
be.” So we conclude that the un- 


saved man has but_a single mind. | 


But now to the double-minded 


“man, that is, the man with two. 


minds. What does it mean? Well, 


‘he hears the gospel, he accepts 


Jesus Christ as his personal Sav- 
jour, and he has a new mind im- 


- planted into his being. He is a 


new creation. But\he still has the

old nature, and these two come in 
conflict one with the other. This 
man has been the recipient of the 
new birth and has a new mind 
along with the old. mind, And these 


two minds are in constant conflict 
and warfare. The Spirit fights 
against the flesh and the flesh 
lusteth against the Spirit. The 
two are contrary and there is a 
constant warfare going on. 


The Christian’s Conflict 
Between Two Natures 


If you would like a little better 
description of ‘the double-minded 
man, turn to the seventh chapter 
of the book of Romans, beginning 
with the fourteenth verse. Here 
is a difficult thing to give, but 
oh, it is so necessary. For: when | 
a man is born again, when he be- 
comes a child of God through 
faith in Jesus Christ, he wakes 
up suddenly to something — the 
fact that there is another law in 
his being, the law of sin and 
death. He never realized it before. 
He was dead in trespasses. and 
sins, fulfilling the desires of. the 
mind. He was not concerned about 
his relationship with God. But let 
him accept Jesus Christ as his 
personal Saviour and, oh, immedi- 
ately the old nature, the law of 
sin and death, springs into action. 
Paul describes it, ‘For we know 
that the law is spiritual: 
am carnal,” Ynot natural. This 
talks about a man who has been 
born again.] “But I am carnal, 
sold under sin. [Now notice] For 
that which I do I allow not: for 
what I would, that do I not; but 
what I hate, that do I.” 


_I received thousands of letters 
through the mail in which con- 
verts write and say, “Oh, Brother 
Fuller, is there any help? Here I 
am. I have accepted Jesus Christ 
as my own personal Saviour; but 
oh, the warfare! I get so dis- 
couraged. I sin. I go down. Is 
there any help?” Now notice, “If 
then I do that which I would not, 
I consent unto the law that it is 
good. Now then it is no more I 
that do it, but sin that dwelleth 
in me. For I know that in me 
(that is, in my’ flesh;) dwelleth no 
good thing: for to. will is present 


which is good I find not. For the 
good that I would, I do not.” Oh, 
you want to be good, you want 
to walk in closeness of fellowship. 
Thé good that you want to do, you 
do not; but the evil - which 
you do not want to do, you do. 
“Now if I do-that I would not, 
it is no more I that do it, but sin 
[sin, SIN!] that dwelleth in me. 
I find then a law, that, when I 
would do good, evil is present with 
me. For I delight in the law of 
God after the inward man: but I 
see another law in my members, 
warring against the law of my 
mind, and bringing me into cap- 
tivity to the law of sin which is 
in my members.” Then Paul says, 
“O wretched man that I am! who 
shall deliver me from the body of 
this death? I thank God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. So then

How to Have Daily Victory 
Over the Carnal, Nature

j;come more than conquerers and 
walk above circumstances, and 
that sin will not have any more 
dominion over them. How? No- 
tice the eighth chapter of Ro- 
mans, verse two, “For the law 
of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
hath made me free from the law 


of sin and death.” Now notice. In 
the natural, there is the law of 
gravity. There is also the law of 
the pulling power of the sun. That 
sun pulls up billions of tons of 
water every day, contrary to the 
law of gravity. That is exactly 
what I mean. Here you are, a 
member of the body of Christ. You 
want to do good. You want to walk 
worthy of the vocation wherewith 
you are called, but this law of 
sin and death has the uppermost 
hand and you are a double-minded 
man. 


How are you to become a spirit- 
sane, apes believer? One little 
word—HE,. Here it is, Romans 
6:13: “Neither yield ye your mem- 
bers as instruments of unright- 
eousness ‘unto sin: but yield your- 
selves unto God, as those that 
are alive from the dead, and your 
members ‘as instruments of right- 
eousness unto God.” Within you, 
you have the decision and the 
will to yield unto God and let God 
have his way. As you kneel in 
prayer, as you read God’s word 
and meditate, as you study His 
word and let it dwell in you rich- 
ly, the Holy Spirit applies the 
things that you have read and you 
see where you have been falling 
short. You confess your sins, you 
yield and let the Holy Spirit have 
His way. And “. . . if ye through 
the Spirit do mortify the deeds 
of the body, ye shall live.” (Rom. 
8:13). 


Let’s go back to James. Will 
you notice about the double-mind- 
ed man? I read it very carefully 
to you. In the eighth verse of the 
first chapter we find these words, 
“A double-minded man is unstable 
in all his ways.” ‘He is in con- 
stant conflict. God wants him to 
be’ spiritual. 

God wants you to be spiritual. 
You have been carried away, per- 
haps, by some strange doctrine. 
You have become unfruitful in 
your life. You are like a boat 
without power, without a rudder. 
Go back to the sixth verse: “For 
he that wavereth is like a wave 
of the sea driven with the wind 
and tossed.” My Bible says for 
us not to be children, tossed to 
and fro, and carried about with 
every wind of doctrine. But let 
some strange doctrine come and 
knock at your door, carnally- 
minded believer, and not knowing 
the word, you accept it and are 
carried away by great. swelling 
words, words of vanity. You are 
led astray. God wants, you to be- 
come rooted, grounded, built up 
in the faith, steadfast, unmovable, 
always abounding in the work of 
the Lord. 


A double-minded man, Now 
notice, ‘Let not that man think 
that he shall recefve any thing of 
the Lord,” If your prayers have 


not been answered, two things, 
perhaps, are taking place. First, 


you have not confessed your sins. 
For if you regard iniquity in 
your heart, God will not hear you. 
But, if you have cr ‘essed your 
sins but you are not yielded and 
letting the Holy Spirit have His 
way, you are a double-minded 
man, unstable, turned about by 
every wind and tossed to and fro. 
“Let not that man think that he 
shall receive any thing of the 
Lord.” God has spiritual laws at 
work; and once we fit into those 
laws, the power will manifest it- 
self. If you are a_ spiritually- 
minded : believer, walking in the 
light, having fellowship, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ is cleansing 
you from all sin, then on the au- 
thority of God’s Word you can 
ask whatsoever you will and God 
will hear and answer. 


Christians Should Not Stay 


Babies 
Paul speaks of it in another 
way. He says, “When I was a 


child, I spake as a child.” Baby- 
talk. Carnally minded believers 
are just full of baby-talk. Talk 
to them about the deep things of 
God: intercessory prayer, the 
abiding life, the overcoming life, 
the victorious life, the life of sanc- 
tification, and they don’t know 
what you are talking about. They 
talk baby-talk. Paul said, “When 
I became a man, I put away child- 
ish things.” The trouble with the 


double-minded man is, he is not 
deep-rooted. _He is like the seed 
spoken of in the thirteenth chap- 
ter of Matthew. Let me read it 
to you 
verses: “Some fell upon stony 
places, where they had not much 
earth: and forthwith they sprung 
up, because they had no deepness 
of earth: and when the sun was up, 
they were scorched; and because 
they had no root, they withered 
away.” Why is it that after a 
revival meeting some who were 
gloriously converted are back in 
the old life. in three weeks? No 
deepness of root. And then’ in 
verses twenty and twenty-one of 


in the fifth and sixth’ 


the thirteenth of Matthew we 
read, “But he that received the 


seed into stony places, the same 
is he that heareth the word, and 
anon with joy receiveth it; yet 
hath he not root in himself, but 
dureth for a while: for when trib- 
ulation or persecution ariseth be- 
cause of the word, by and by he is 
offended.” He departs from the 
faith. How beautifully that fits 
into the first chapter of James. 
Here it is, “Blessed is the man 
that endureth temptation: for 
when he is tried, he shall receive 
the crown of life which the, Lord 
has promised to them that love 
him.” : 

God has laid this message on my 
heart. Double-minded men, un- 
stable in all their ways, remind 
me of grasshoppers. 
a low, earthly view. Some years 
ago I was up at Chihuahua 
Meadows, up above Yosemite. I 
wanted to catch some grasshop- 
pers to use for bait while fishing. 
I would get down on my hands 
and knees in the meadow. I would 
see a grasshopper and would try 
to come down on it, but I wouldn't 
know which way it was going to 
jump. He would always jump the 
opposite way to what I thought 
he would. That is the grasshop- 
per—unstable, low, earthly. “For 
let not that man think that he 
shall receive anything of the Lord. 
A double .ninded man is unstable 
in all his ways.” May God’s Word 
hit home. :

the preparation, and the sabbath 
drew on.” It was the day of the 
preparation of the Passover, the 
day preceding the eating of the 
Passover and the first day of un- 
leavened bread. John 19:31 says, 
“The Jews therefore, because it 
was the preparation, that the bod- 
ies should not remain upon the 
cross on the sabbath day, (for that 
sabbath day was an high day) 
... You see, that Sabbath which 
began at sundown the day Jesus 
was crucified was not a regular 
weekly Sabbath, a common Sab- 
bath, but a High Sabbath, an an- 
nual Sabbath, a rest day. Certain- 
ly until Jesus Himself, God’s Pass- 
over Lamb, should die on the ap- 
pointed day, it was proper to keep 
the Passover Sabbath looking for- 
ward to His death. But that was 
not the weekly Sabbath, and there 
is no indication that Christians 
ever kept either of these Sabbaths 
after the death of Christ. 

2. You say, “Why did Jesus say, 
‘Pray that your flight be not on 
the Sabbath’? This flight from the 
Romans occurred a number of 
years after Calvary, I think. Were 


they still honoring the seventh |. 


day?” 

ANSWER: You are mistaken in 
thinking that this flight occurred 
some years after Calvary. It has 
never yet occurred. The Scripture 
you referred to is Matthew 24:20, 
“But pray ye that your flight be 
not in the winter, neither on the 
Sabbath day.” And the next vegse 
continues, “For then shall be great 
tribulation, such as was not since 
the beginning of the world to this 
time, no, nor ever shall.be.” That 
flight will be a flight from the 
Antichrist himself during the great 
tribulation, which has not yet 
come upon the world. A little rem- 
nant of Jews, unconverted, will be 
in Jerusalem, trying to observe 
the Mosiac law. They are here 
warned of the terrible tribulation. 
If they shauld try to observe .the 
limit of a two-mile journey on the 
Sabbath when the army of the 
Antichrist is after them, they 
would be killed. This does ,not 
refer to Christians during this 
age, but to Jews still trying to 


keep ceremonial law, unconverted, 
‘| during the tribulation time. These, 
~|of course, will observe the Jewish 
“| Sabbath, which was given to Jews. 


3. You asked, “Just when was 
the Sabbath discontinued ?” 

ANSWER: Just when the rest 
of the ceremonial law was discon- 
tinued, just when animal sacrifices 
were discontinued. All of these 
are mentioned clearly together in 
Colossians 2:16-17: ““Let no man 
therefore judge you in meat, or 
in drink, or in respect of an holy 
day, or of the new moon, or of the 
Sabbath days: which are a shadow 


not observe the Sabbath as Colos- 
sians 2:17-18 plainly says. 

4. You say, “ ‘It is a sign between 
me and the children of Israel for 
ever.’ Are the Jews duty-bound to 
keep the Sabbath today? and al- 
ways hereafter? (It seems so.)” 
ANSWER: There are _ indica- 
tions that Jews during the millen- 
nial reign of Christ will observe 
the Sabbath. Since the Sabbath 
is a special sign between God and 
Israel, it seems likely that as long 
as Israel is regarded aS a separ- 
ated nation, that long the Jews 
will keep this part of ceremonial 
law. Jews who are converted now 
are not set apart by this matter, 
because the nation Israel is now 
not dealt with as a whole by the 
Lord. Jews converted now are 
simply Christians and that is all. 
I would not say ‘that a converted 
Jew today needs to observe the 
Sabbath, or should. 


o. You say, “Because of Gala- 
tians 3:29 may it be concluded 
that all who accept Christ have 
become a part of God’s Israel? 
If so, are we all included in Exo- 
dus 31:17?” | 

ANSWER: Certainly not. To be 
a Jew spiritually is not the same 
as being a Jew. When God speaks 
of spiritual Jews, He means that 
those who believe, as Abraham be- 
lieved God and it was counted to 
him for righteousness, are saved 
like believing Abraham was, and 
are therefore, in a spiritual] and 
not in a literal sense, Jews. Be- 
cause there are some things in 
the Bible that have a spiritual 
and figurative meaning, we cannot 
properly infer that there is no 
literal truth in the Bible and that 
no Scriptures are to be taken at 
face value. 
He says when He promises certain 
things to the house of Jacob. The 
Sabbath is not a sign between God 
and Gentiles. In fact, it could 
not mean a special sign for Jews 
and be a sign for everybody else, 
too. A wedding ring would not 
be a special sign between a man 
and his wife any longer if he gave 
all the women the same kind of 
ring and they wore them. 


6. You say, “Is there Scripture 
to explain why Paul in Acts hon- 
ored the Sabbath’ so many years 
after Calvary?” 

ANSWER:. Paul did not honor 
the Sabbath. Paul after he was 
saved never observed the Sabbath 
himself, and never commanded 
anybody else to observe it. When 
people met on the Sabbath, Paul 
sometimes entered the synagogue 
and preached to the people on the 
Sabbath. But preaching is not 
honoring the Sabbath. Not a 
single command anywhere tells us 
we should have: preaching on the

BACKSLIDING 

“And the Lord said, Simon, 
Simon, behold Satan hath desired 
to have you, that he may sift you 
as wheat: but I have prayed for 
thee, that thy faith fail not: and 
when thou are converted, 
strengthen thy brethren. a 
22:31, 82. 

Backsliding is never a sudden 
descent from intense spirituality 
to open sin. Declension is a grad- 
ual process, even as growth in 
grace is that which goes on day 
by day as one walks with God. The 
word “backslider” occurs. but 
once in the Bible, and that in Proe 
verbs 14:14, but we frequently 
find the. term “backsliding,” 
though only in the books of Jere- 
miah and Hosea. However, al- 
though these words are not found 
in the New Testament, we have 
many warnings drifting from ex-* 
periences once attained, and 
Peter’s case is a solemn example 
of backsliding, and shows us how 
onesawrong state or attitude leads 
to another, until at last one may 
fall into grave evil-doing. and so 
bring great dishonor upon the 
name of the Lord whom we pro- 
fess to love. Peter’s backsliding 
seems to have begun when he ven- 
tured to rebuke Jesus, who had 
just declared the necessity of go- 
ing to the cross (Matt. 16:21-23). 
It was evidently the result of 
spiritual pride following the Sav- 
iour’s commendation because of 
Peter’s great ceclaration as to the 
true nature of His glorious Per- 
son. Though so sternly rebuked, 
we do not read of any confession 
on Peter’s part, and sin unjudged 
leads inevitably to something 
worse as time goes on.
